gent children at Coldwater, and secured 
permission from its superi ntendent to take 
a young girl named Nellie Griffin away 
with 
him. 
On

arrived 
here 
with 
the 
girl 
and 
started 
on 
for 
his 
home 
about 
three 
miles from 
here. 
Sus 
picion was aroused when the body was 
found, and an inquiry that was begun re­ 
sulted in the arrested of Canfield. 
Super 
iutendent Newkirk, o f 
the 
Coldwater 
school, arrived here last night and fully 
identified the corpse as that of Nellie Grif­ 
fin. 
Cuniield was taken to the county 
jail at Charlotte to avoid an angry crowd 
that would probably have lynched him 
Facts About Canfield. 
Russell C. Canfield appears to lie about 
5 0 years old. 
lie has an honest-looking 
face, and is known in this vicinty as a 
plain, unassuming farmer. 
There js a 
mystery in his past history, of which it is 
only known that he once had a wife, but 
that now lie has none. 
It is believed that 
she obtained a divorce from him. Canfield 
owns a farm near here, but has ouly lived 
here for a couple of years. 
He is said to 
have come from Ohio. Soon after he came 
up here he rented his farm and hired out 
to drive a milk wagon that delivers miik 
daily in Lansing. 
He is a slender man, 
with a full beard just turning from brown 
to gray. 
L ittle K now n o f th e G irl. 
Up to the time that lie was hustled into 
the carriage and started oft for the Katou 
county jail at Charlotte, lie protested his 
innocence. 
Of the g irl’s history nothing 
seems to lie known. That she was of more 
than average 
comeliness 
is apparent. 
That her name was Nellie Griilin appears 
from 
the 
official 
records, 
as 
does 
also 
the 
fact 
that 
she 
was 
re­ 
ceived 
at 
this 
institution 
as 
a 
resident 
of 
Mason, 
Ingham county. 
\\ ho she was is as yet unknown, but 
from the post mortem examination made 
by the physicians it appears, although 
she was barely beyond the dividing line 
between girlhood and womanhood, her 
life had not been lived in accordance with 
the mandates of morality. Why the crime 
was committed and by what means the 
girl was killed are yet unknown. 
Evidence Against Canfield. 
1 lie evidence against Canfield is very 
strong. 
In the first place Mr. Newkirk, 
superintendent of the Coldwater school, 
identified the corpse and

the girl away from the school. 
The train­ 
men on the railway by which Canfield 
traveled also identify him and the girl, 
and It seems certain that he was the last 
person the girl was seen with alive.

at J onesville Wednesday, and that they 
came from the direction of Coldwater aud 
left in the direction of Diamondale.

—for Europeans, in former times, the 
“ end of the earth”—the traveler may 
see no land for two or three months. 
He is far at sea, with little to remind 
him of anything in his p ast life, 
breath­ 
ing an atmosp here which is free from 
dust and smoke, and also freer than 
any atmosp here on land from the mi­ 
crobes which often cause disease. 
For the most p art, he is in a kindly 
climate, and tlie slow p rogress of his 
vessel accustoms him gradually to such 
jhanges of air as he must undergo. 
He arrives in Australia in the summer 
if that latitude. 
Here he is advised to 
*emain for a month or six weeks, and 
.hen to re-embark on a sailing vessel 
oound for England. 
Ordinarily he 
•caches England on his return in June, 
vlien the dangers to consump tives 
■Vom the climate of that country are 
well nigh p ast. 
Out of fifty-six cases of consump tives 
in which this treatment was followed, 
and of which records were kep t, forty- 
four rep orted marked imp rovement.

H ow the P la c e of R esid en ce AflTert* the 
D ign ity an d W « irth of the N am e. 
W hat then are the means of ¡» erfK-rn- 
a ting good fa m ily stocks in a democracy ? 
The first is conntry life, 
in this regard 
democracii^t have much to learn fr<» m 
the Enropiian aristocracies which have 
proved t<* 1x8 durable. 
All the vigorous 
aristocracies of past centuries lived in 
the country a large part of the y ear. 
The men were soldiers and sportsmen 
for the most part, and lived on detached 
estates sparsely peopled by an a g ricult­ 
ural and martial tenantry . 
They were 
of tener in camp than in the town or city . 
Their women lived in castles, halls or 
chateaux in the open country almost the 
whole y ear, and their children were born 
and brought up there. 
The a ristocratic 
and noble fa m ilies of m odem Europe 
still have their principal seats in th« - 
country , and go to town only for a few 
months of the y ear. 
Nex t, a permanent fa m ily should ha ve 
a permanent dw elling plac« *, dom icile, 
or home town. 
Iu older societies this 
has a lwa y s been the case. 
Indeed, a 
place often lent its name to a fa m ily . In 
American cities and large towns there 
are as y et no such thing s as permanent 
fa m ily houses. 
Even in the oldest cities 
of the east hardly any fa m ily lives in a 
sing le house through the whole of one 
generation, and it is very rare tha t two 
successive generations are born in the 
same house. 
Rapid changes of residence are the 
rule for a lm ost every body , so tha t a city 
directory which is more than one y ear 
old is untrustworthy for home addresses. 
It is almost impossible for the human 
mind to a ttribute dig nity and social con­ 
sideration to a fa m ily which lives in a 
hotel or w hich moves into a new flat 
every 1st of May . 
In the country , 
however, thing s are much better. 
Iu 
the older sta tes there are plenty of fa m i­ 
lies which have inhabited the same town 
for several generations; there are a few 
fa m ilies which have inhabited the same 
‘house for three generations. 
The nex t means of promoting family 
permanence is the transmission of a fa m ­ 
ily business or occupation from father to 
sons. 
In all old countries this inherit­ 
a nce of a trade, shop or profession is a 
matter of course. 
Under right condi­ 
tions, a transmitted business tends to 
make a sound family more secure and 
permanent, and a permanent fa m ily 
tends to hold and perfect a valuable 
business. 
This principle, which is se­ 
curely founde« l on biolog ica l la w, ap­ 
plies best in the trades and professions, 
in ordinary commerce, and in the in­ 
dustries which do not require im m ense 
capital; but in Europe m a ny va st indus­ 
tries and many great Financial and mer­ 
ca ntile concerns ar» > fa m ily properties, 
and there is in our own eoimtry already 
a distinct tendency to this fa m ily m a n­ 
a gement of large businesses as being 
more economical and vig ila nt than cor­ 
porate mana g em ent, and more discern­ 
ing and prompter in la cking out and a d­ 
vancing capable men of all g ra des.— 
President C. W . Eliot in Forum.
